Why this recurrence to 
party watch-words and formulas which are 
utterly foreign to the condition of your af- 
fairs? Why this abject slavery to the now 
exploded notion that Property in Man is 
anything else than atheism, when consid- 
ered in reference to theology, and despotism, 
when measured by democracy? Why not, 
as earnest and honest men, secking the 
highest good of the race, and the complete 
realization of the great truths embodied in 
- your Declaration of Independence, strike 
as a military necessity and as philanthropic 
duty, at the root of the evil and thus en- 
gage the sympathy of the civilized world, 
and insure a triumphant issue of 
your struggle? Why tempt Providence 
by neglecting the opportunity for 
national purity, national aggrandizement, 
and perpetual peace, which, now 
present, may never occur again? Why re- 
main wedded to your idols when God calls 
and your country commands? These are 
the questions that a foreigner, informed of 
’ all the facts and free of all the prejudices 
of the situation, would ask.

We volunteered 
to help whip the traitors and sare the Union, and 
would like to be set at work, for the sooner we be- 
gin, the sooner we shall get through with the job. 
We are better armed, drilled, fed, clad, and paid 
than the rebels. We outnumber them also, 
Then what is holding ns back? It is whispered 
that the reason is that the Government or the 
Generals are afratd to let us pitch tn least we bart 
the peculiar institation. Bat were we enlisted to 
save dlavery? Wethought it was to save the 
Union we were wanted for, and that slavery must 
jook out for itself, and that if it stood in the way 
of the Union ii must go down. .

THE WEATHER PROPTTIOUS, BUT THE FEDERAL 

TROOPS WILL NOT ADVANCE. 
(From the Richmond Examiner, Jan. 1.] 

The weather challenges the enemy to ad- 
vance. Such a state of roads and atmosphere 
as we have had for weeks in succession was 
never known before. It hasafforded opportu- 
nity for invasion, which of iteelf would seem 
sufficient to inspire the purpose, if it had not 
before been formed. In the latter days of No- 
vember none doubted that an advance and 
the Southern lines would be 
all ts.

Executive Pardon in Indiana.
